Borough Council September 8th. 
1941. U hereby vetoed. 
“I have placed my veto on this 
ordinance due to the time limit 
placed on the first blocks from 
the Square, vt*: one hour. 
“I do not consider one hour 
sufficient 
time for tourists to 
get a meat*and do any shopping 
“Neither do I consider it fair 
to place this limit on the shop­ 
pers from the country and out­ 
lying towns. 
I-Hour Unpopular 
“One hour does not meet with 
the approval of our town people
